Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 5 and 44-57 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 5 recites a hybridization apparatus. The apparatus is comprised of a 
substrate having a substantially flat top surface and a cover slip. The cover slip has a 
thickness of at least 0.85 mm, a substantially flat bottom surface with two substantially 
parallel opposed edges, and a pair of spacers segments attached to the bottom surface. 
Each spacer segment extends substantially contiguously with a full length of a 
different one of the opposed longitudinal edges to form an area between the spaced 
segments of at least 500 square mm. The Examiner concedes that the cited prior art 
does not teach the feature highlighted above as argued by Applicant on Pages 13-15 of 
the Appeal Brief submitted on 07/21/10. The Examiner considers Fisch to be the 
closest prior art.
